The Wuchang Cotton Mills. - 

The Wuchang correspondent of the 
N.-0. Daily News writes :—Tho cotton 
Mills have not. been reopened after tho 
New. Yenr holiday. If is. difticult to get 
accurate figures of tho working of the miils, 
but I think it is undoubtedly 4 fact that 
since Mr Shaw Jeft, tho mills have ceased to 
pay. Under Chinese management, or lack. 
of management, the work grew wore and 
worse.. Last year, the capitol was with- 
drawn for other purposes and cosscquently 
the mills are now stopped. Tho officials 
would like Chinese merchants to put money 
into the business, but they naturally shrink 
from duing so as Jong as tho mills are carried 
on by the Government, and the needy-ne- 
phews and cousins of the officials have to be 
provided with posts. Someryearaago, when 
compotent foreigners were in chargo of the 
working of tho mills, a rich man named Liu 
invested alot of money in ono of them. 
When;—however, he found that the mil; 
was net being conducted on- commercial 
lines he wished to withdraw his money, but 
found it casier tolond his inonoy to the 
Government than to get it back. The closing 
of the mills, of course, throws a lot of people. 
out of work. The history of the Cotten 
‘Mills is only the history of other Govern:

an SHIP. Z x 
” ‘Noah's Ark is generally supposed to bo 
the parliest ship of which wo have record, 
ut-eays! Engineering, thore’esist paintings 
of Egyptian vessels immensely plder than 
tho date, 2840 3.c., usually ossigned to the 


Ark, -being, indeed, probably between 70 
and 80 ccnturies old. Moreover, there aro 
now in existence in Egypt boats which were 
built about the poriod tho Ark was con- 
structed. ‘Thess are, however, small craft, 
about 33 ft. long, 7 ft. or 8 ft, wide, and'2} 
ft. to 3Et. deep. They wore discovored nix 
years ago by the eminont Froneh Egyptolo- 
gist, M. J. de Morgan, in brick vaulta near 
Cairo, and were probably funeral boats. 
Thoy are constructed of 3-in. acacia and 
sycamore planks, dovetailed together and 
fastened with trenails. They hava ficors 
but no ribs, and though nearly 5°00 years.

reeont years. of the determination of the 
Germans to do all in their power to develop 
their navy and thoir mercantile marine.

great attention to the improvoment of their 
harbo Tn a recent despateh{to the 
Foreign Oftice from the. Naval ‘Attuché to 
His Majesty's Hwbassy at Berlin, thera is 
euclosed the translation of an oxtract from 
tho Norddeutscher-Aligemeine Zeitnng bear- 
ing on the subject. It states that the 
steady and rapid growth of the Gegunn sen 
traflic. has prompted all Gorman ports lately 
to take up the extension of their harbour 
works in order to be able to deal with tho 
increasing quantities of govils loaded: and 
unloaded. Fur these reasons the targest port 
in Germany, and at the same timo on the 
Continent— Hamburg—has repeatedly been 
enlarged, It hus’ today "24 kilometres (15! 
miles) of quay and bank accomodation 
for sen-going vessels, and 28 kilometros(17 ! 
miles) for rivor vessela. Four - hundred 
and twenty cranes hava beer'erected ou the | 
quays to fucilitate the discharge and londing, | 
and 170,000 square metres (21 acres) of | 
storage sheds and.
